Tha flra whirh buraad the court- 
hooae was discovered about 7: SO 
o'clock larit night by personspasslBg 

the building. The blaze seemed to 
haye origlnaieil under the roof or on 
upper fliMjr. Siuoke was iiouring out 
of the crevices in the roof in great 
voluaMa aad tha buckat brigade was 
powarlBM to pravaat tha flra spread- 
ing aad oeaauming tha building. The 
roof broke out in a ma«s of flames 
and the spettaiors could bill stand 
and look, the niait.-i of .saving lec- 
ords being out of the question with 
tha burning branda from tha roof 
faHtag laaida Uia bulMlag la daagar- 
ous sites, aad tha roof itMlf ready at 
any moment to crush down. The 
general opinion in Murray is thift the 
(Ire was inceiniiar.v . as there were 
no fires In the bullaing yesterday. 

Practically all the records of the 
tiouBty were daatroyed with the 
bulMiag. This fact will result in 
much annoyance eapeclaiijr because 
of the loss of many deeds and simi- 
lar iiapers of Importance. 

A small one-siory brick stood on 
the square Just to tha east of the 
court house which wm used m sher- 
ira oflka aad bIm m a law oMM. 
This did not burn but wm aatoi 
no Utile trouble. 

The county Jail was not located on 
(he .«iuare but in another part of the 
place. 

The bulldlBg buraad wm aracted 
la lltO whaa tha aoaaty aaat was 

ratoovad from Wadesboro, the early 

county seat for most all of the Pur- 
I lia>e iiuiniies. It was a two-slory 
brick, with shingle roof. The roof 
waa cone-shapad and capped by 
aouUl towar or cupola. Tha architec- 
ture a( tha balMiag waa vary plaH. 
and so was ite flnlah. Though origi- 
nally a substantial building It had 
iTeeneil somi> and there were those 
who oft predicted that In some storm 
It, would fait On the lower floor was 
tha court ta«|q^,aod two oflioas and 
aa tha aecQn4„fip|or 4lfa Mvaral main 
omrea other than tha aharif a ottea. 
Ihe county school superintendent's 
office was :ii ihe block burned only 
last Saturday night on the west side 
of the square. Only stoves were used 
tot. haat tha baUdiag, thaaa being 
largaly It aot aatlraly tor wood. 

The county hM loafe aaa4ad a mw 
courthouse but was dalayiBg balM- 
iebl.s. particularly the 
railroad dehi, was paid off. 

Some, noted cases have been tried 
la tha burned building, ud many 
aaaaatloaal lBel4obto hamaaad thare 
In, as result of law aulta, au«h as 
ahootlngs. sulcldea, etc. 

.Some of I he oldest furniture per- 
haps to 1k" limud 111 the stale was de- 
stroyed with thla building. In the 
ofllce of the circuit court clerk was 
a loehar far blaalta, dia.. a cubbard 
lifca eaae, whieh wm aaad la tha old 
courthouse whea tha county aaat 
was In \Va<li sboro. This was a hand- 
made piece of fiirniliire anil a flrst- 
1 la.ss pie<e of work in spite of its 
weight. It being vary substsntial 
though aot oaavlr.'lafga. This case 
waa highly priaad by tM caart ofll- 
elais, especially baeauaa of IU aga 
and somewhat also tieoaiise of the 
writing or marks within which rath- 
er bore proof of its aga Bad itt ase 
in the old courthouse. 

As a whole thara wm pcrbapa ao 
bulldini; in thla end of the sUte 
which was in all reapects a more slg- 
nill<anl landmark itian rhe Calloway 
county courthouse and tbe people of 
the Purehaya counties, many of 
whom kaaw tha old bulldiag well 
and had oft baaa wlthla Ite walla, 
will sharp with the people ot CaJio- 
way in its Iosm even though It had

Few of 
the books in the circuit court clerk's 
oflloe were aaved, among the valua- 
blea being loat being tha old indlct- 
meate aad tha raoorda at all tha 
courta of thd ooaaty for SB yaara 
past.
